Lynn, Mass., Dae. 6.—The boilers at 


the Harvey shoe factory blew up to- 
day. Twelve people are reported in- 
jured. Several buildings were wreck- 
ed. Fire swept over 
two acres of 


buildings and seven 
shoe 
factories 


were1 destroyed. 
Loss' is half a mil- 


lion. 


The force of the explosion burst the 


four machineo" loaded floors of the 
Harvey factory and lifted the roof. 
The wreckage spread outward, shat- 
tering the walls of nearby structures 
and aiding the spread of the flames. 


la a brief space of timo tho West 
Lynn station of the Boston and Maine 
railroad was on fire. The 
flames 


reached structures on the other side, 
licking up first the leather stock fac- 
tory of the Jacobs company and then 
sweeping-through the district covered 
by small wooden tenements. The po 
lice reported that apparently no per- 
sons had been killed. They had taken 
to the hospital up to that time nine 
injured.

. Jflcates of the denomination of ten 
Jollars. 
Many of these are doutless 


packed away in tho vaults of various 
banking institutions and held- as re- 
serve. Permit me respectfully to ask 
that each institution, state land na- 
tional, search the money in its vaults 
and send these ten dollar silver cer- 
Uftcates to the treasury. 
TSe'y will 


promptly, bo converted into ones and 
twos 1o tho very great relief ;of tho 
country. It Is the only remedy. Let 
10 bank complain of condltlois until 
t has literally searched Its own vaults 
and contributed as far as possible to 
"ho relief of the situation."

The boys fired several shots and the 
cat then crawled into a hole under a 
fallen tree. 


Leaving Adams to guard the ani- 


mal's den young Fraser went to the 
farm home of Adams and secured a 
pick and shovel 
and the 
two then 


started to dig the creat.ure out. Be- 
fore they had proceeded far the en- 
raged cat sprang from the entrance to 
its den and made for Fraser. 
Drop- 


ping bis pick the boy seized his gun 
and fired, the load striking the animal 
in the head, hut not killing it. The 
boys' dogs had been attracted by the 
shooting, however, and after a fierce

The cat was as large as a full grown 


dog, weighing forty-six pounds. Sev-

Witness in Shea Case Says 


He Expects to Go to 


Penitentiary. 


Chicago, Dec. C.—The attorneys for 


the defense in the Shea trial today 
made vigorous efforts to obtain from 
Joseph Schultz, who told on djrcet ex- 
amination of slugging non-union men 
and throwing acid eggs at horses, an 
admission that he had been promised 
certain inducements to plead guilty. 
Schultz declared, however, that he had 
made the plea of his own free will and 
said that he expected to be sent to the 
penitentiary. 
Almost 
three 
hours 


were consumed by attorneys for the 
defense In the effort to 
draw from 


Schultz the statement 
that he had 


been promised something if he would 
plead guilty and turn state's evidence. 


The attorneys for the defense-after 


a lengthy cross examination, obtained 
from Schultz the admission that he 
had received from William Turner, 
an employe of a detective 
agency, 


some of whose operatives have been 
guarding him since he'turned state's 
evidence, a present of an overcoat. 


Schultz Exposed Methods.. 


A startling expose of the methods 


employed in the teamsters' strike was 
given in the trial yesterday tvi-ior* 
T~- 


seph Schultz, alleged' slugger, who, with 
Albert Young turned state's evidence, 
was on the stand as witness for the 
state. Schultz declared that Shea had 
told him to break the legs and arms 
of ihe strike-breakers, and especially 
to attack the negroes. 
When 
this 


means of bringing about desired re- 
sults did not 
work 
satisfactorily 


Schultz asserted that Shea ordered the 
hired, pickets to throw eggs filled with 
acid at the horses being driven by 
non-union men. 
The acid throwers, 


according to Schultz, were responsible 
for many runaways and were consid- 
ered a great aid in the fight against 
the employers. 


How Eggs Were Used. 


In referring to the eggs filled with 


acid, Schultz said: 


"Myself and other pickets 
were 


called 
into the picket headquarters 


and our captain gave us a number of 
eggs 
The consents had been removed 


and the shells filled with acids. - Shea 
was there and told us that if we car- 
ried out the plan proposed It would 
create a stir among the strike-break- 
•ers. Shea said that If this scheme was 
not successful he had another in mind 
that he believed would do the work. 
He said he had seen a man squirt acid 
from 
a syringe at a team of horses 


being driven by a non-union tonmster, 
and that six policemen were unable to 
stop tho runaway that 
resulted in

H. H. Paramore, Known as 


"Alas P. Yorick," Dies 


at Plainfield. 


Howard H. Paramore, a former Fort 


Wayne newspaper man who achieved 
more than locnl reputation for his'hu- 
morous productions over the nom do 
plume of "Alas P. Yorick," died Tues- 
day evening at his home near Plain- 
field. A few months ago he was strick- 
en with typhoid fever, from which ho 
partially recovered and then suffered 
a relapse. 


Mr. Paramore came to Fort Wayne 


in the winter of 1890-fll as the repre- 
sentative of a book publishing, house, 
and ,a little later became a contribu- 
tor to the old Fort Wayne Press, 'writ- 
ing of local matters and treating them 
in an original style of humor that at- 
tracted much attention. Later he be- 
came editor of the Press, remaining 
until early In 1892, when he removed to 
Indianapolis. Here he was one of the 
founders of the Adscript club, and un- 
til recently held the position of adver- 
tising manager of Levy Bros., in that 
city, and was editor of Bank 
notes. 


The funeral occurs at Indianapolis Fri- 
day.

SEEK TO PROTECT BASS. 


Citizens of Northern Counties Will Ap- 


peal to Legislature. 


Indianapolis, Dee. B.—"The next gen- 


eral assembly," said E. E. Earle, depu- 
ty state fish and game commissioner, 
yesterday, "will be asked 
to 
enact 


some legislation looking to the further 
protection of bass in the lakes and 
streams of northern Indiana. Under 
the present game law the closed sea- 
son for hook and line fishing in north- 
ern Indiana ends on the 15th day of. 
May of each year. Recently'this de- 
partment has been receiving many let- 
ters from fishermen in the northern 
part of the state, recommending that 
the closed season be extended thirty 
days, or from May 15 to June 15. The 
fishermen say that the bass in the 
lakes are not off their beds by May 15 
and when, at the end of the closed 
season, the fishermen rush to the 
lakes the big ones are caught and the 
eggs arc not hatched. As a result, the 
number of bass in the lakes is grad- 
ually being reduced." 


Mr. Earle says that he will take no 


action himself in recommending such 
legislation, for it is understood that 
representatives from 
some 
of 
the 


northern counties where the lakes are 
situated will be asked by their con- 
stituents to introduce a bill of this 
kind.

chairmanships will 
be 


picked. 


All this is done ostensibly under the 


leadership of Timothy L. Woodruff, 
chairman of the republican state com- 
mittee, who has summoned the repub- 
lican leaders and members of the leg- 
islature from ail parts of the state to 
meet him at headquarters the first 
three days of this week. 
But there 


is a higher court in Washington, and 
it is a significant fact that, when the 
meetifigs here are over, the leader-in- 
chief of the white house will confer 
with 
Mr. 
Woodruff, 
Governor-elect 


Hughes, Senators Platt and Depew 
and other party managers. 
Whatever 


is determined upon here will be sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt for ap-1 
proval, and every policy approved by 
him will be carried out 


There is no question that the Presi- 


dent absolutely dominates the state 
organization at the present moment. 
He Is the sole arbiter of all party ques- 
tions, the court of last resort. He has 
succeeded to the party leadership so 
long held by Platt and Odell, both of 
whom he has driven from power. He 
must now take up the responsibility of 
which he relieved them. The leaders 
look to him for guidance, and when 
they cannot agree among themselves 
submit their differences to him for 
settlement. In short, lie is the "boss." 


'That the president realizes the posi- 


tion he occupies and that he is not 
averse to assuming the reins of leader- 
ship are shown by tho careful steps 
taken to prevent friction at. Albany 
during the administration ot Governor- 
elect Hughes. If things wore allowed 
to drift, if no plan of action were de- 
cided upon and tho course of events 
left to chance, the probability Is that 
the new republican machine would 
soon strike tho rocks. 


One of the greatest dangers to a 


party In power Is a fight over a Unit- 
ed St:itos senatorship. Therefore tho 
president Is anxious that the way be 
paved for settling this question. If It 
comes up. without a fight. 
He will 


RCO Senator 
Plait, this 
woek 
and 


ascertain from him when he Intends 
to resign. 
If (he senator says he will 


retire nt the end of this session of con- 
gress next March, as in expected, the 
president will use his Influence to get 
the party to pick a man for his suc- 
cessor at once, HO that there shall bo 
no scramble for the honor in Albany. 


If Senator Platt says he intends to 


hold on till after tho legislature ad- 
journs no further steps will be taken, 
for In that case Governor Hughes 
would have the appointment of Plait's 
successor, and tho president would bo 
content to leave the matter in 
his 


hands. 


The selection of Plait's successor, 


even with the president's Influence, 
will not bo an easy matter, for there 
is an abundance of available timber, 
and the several candidates have strong 
Individual support. The lending ones 
are Mr. Woodruff, former Governor 
Frank S. Black, Representative J. 
Sloixt Pnssott. Representative Herbert 
Parsons, Joseph H. Choato, Seth Low, 
Nicholas Murray Butler and, possibly, 
Ellhii Root, secretary of state, and 
George B. Cortelyou, postmaster gen- 
eral.

Having felt so much in accord with

Upon this matter I will try to speak 


to the point, concerning the territory 
only with which I am perfectly fnmll- 
iar and that concerns, the resolution 
by which It is proposed to nnnex all I 
tho lands, not now Included 
In the I 


present city limits, from the Maumee 
road south to Pontiac street and east 
to Home street; and, particularly, con- 
cerning that portion lying south 
of 


Pioneer avenue and the Wayne Trace 
or Piqua road. 


Let us see what, this resolution would 


annex: Nearly four hundred acres, or 
nearly two-thirds of a square, mile of 
land—mostly farm land, used for agri- 
cultural purposes.

hundred nnd fifty-six houses in the 
whole territory, including all the new 
houses (nine) finished up to date. I 
gravely doubt if there have been 
twenty houses built in the territory in 
the past, five years, and they fully a 
half mile this side of Home street.

Sift together two cups of entire wheat 
flour, one-third of a cup of pastry flour, 
half a. teaspoonful of soda, one-fourth of 
a teaspoon of salt, half n teaspoonful of 
mace, 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful 
of 
cloves, and three-fourths of n. teaspoonful 
of cinnamon. Add this to the first mix- 
ture alternately with one cup of sour 
milk. -Beat thoroughly and turn Into lit- 
tle tins, titled with rounds of paper on 
the bottom 
and thoroughly 
buttered. 
Bake about twenty-five minutes. 
The 
recipe makes about eighteen cakes. When 
cold Ico witli the Icing made of brown 
sugar, and decorate witli halves of but- 
ternut meats. 


Boiled Icing (Brown Sugar)—Boil ono 
cup of brown sugar and one-third of a 
cup of water to 240 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Then pour in a line stream 
onto 
tho 
white of one egg. beaten very liglft. Con- 
tinue the beating while the sirup la being 
added to uic esg nrid for some minutes 
afterward. 
Without a thermometer boll 
the sugar until !t spins a thread about 
three inches in length. (Boston Cooldrs 
School Magazine.)

had 


packed his bag and gone to a sailor's 
boarding house. 
He was known on 


board as Ralph, but no one know his 
last name. 


From the moment the Providence 


and Florida cleared the gulf of Mex- 
ico there was nothing but a succession 
of gales. Matters became worse, and 
Capt. l.arsen, of the Florida, saw it 
was necessary to shorten the hawsers 
in save the Providence. 
All hands 


were called Into requisition, but nil 
efforts failed to shorten the hawsers 
and suddenly the lines parted. 


Cept. Larsen, knowing that his tow 


was liable to get away from him any 
moment, decided to attempt to rescue 
Capt. Weldon and his men. 
It was 


Impossible to launch a boat, for no 
life craft could live in the heavy sea. 


Capt. Weldon was ordered by the 


use of the megaphone to rig out him- 
self and men with life belts and to 
fasten heaving Hnea about their bod- 
ies. One of the Florida crew then vol- 
unteered to risk the hazardous jour- 
ney from the steamer to the barge 
over a tow line.

A person entering the 
room would tlrst ho seized with giddiness, 
followed so rapidly hy delirium, numbness 
of th" limbs and death that It would -be 
utterly Impoasihle for him to escape.

Innocent Men May Re-enlist. 


"It is possible that evidence may be 


adduced in future which will tend to 
exculpate entirely some of the men 
now discharged, both from participa- 
tion in the crime and assistance In 
the conspiracy of silence to prevent 
the detection of the 
offenders, and 


whenever such facts are shown in re- 
spect to any one affected by the order 
they will be brought to your attention, 
and, I understand, will rentier such 
persons eilgiole to re-enlistment." 


Washington,

Koosovelfs action in dismissing from 
the army three companies of negro 
troops in the Twenty-fifth infantry, as 
a penalty for the outrage at Browns- 
ville, Texas, Is warmly defended by 
Secretary of War Taft in his annual 
report made public. 


The report, after pointing out that 


the president's order has been severe- 
ly criticised because it condemns the 
Innocent to undeserved punishment, 
thus reviews the Incident: 


"Out of a battalion of 170 enlisted 


men In the army of the United States, 
from 9 to 20 men formed a preconcert- 
ed plan to revenge themselves upon 
the people of a town in which. they 
were stationed for the Insults they felt 
that the townspeople had heaped upon 
them. 
In accordance with the plan, 


they .left their barracks under cover 
of the darkness—about midnight—and 
proceeded to discharge their weapons 
Into the houses of the town for the 
purpose, of killing those against whom 
they felt a grievance. They came 
near killing some one or more of the 
three women and seven children who 
•were sitting or sleeping in two of the 
lighted rooms into which they fired. 
They, in fact, did kill one man. wound 
another, and seriously injure the chief 
of police. 
They accompanied their 


firing with expressions indicating the 
malice -which prompted their action. 
There can be no doubt, therefore, that 
the squad of men who moved together 
from the fort to the town and did_this 
shooting were guilty of murder, and 
murder in the first degree. 


Murderers Shielded by Conspiracy. 
"Within ten minutes or more after 


this crime was committed, when the 
•whole garrison was aroused by the 
noi»e of the fusillade and by the call 
to Arms which followed it. the guilty 
men returned to their places and must 
have been among the last men to 
tak* their places, for thn reason that 
the" firing continued after the forma- 
tion* had begun. Th« absence of the 
rifles from the racks could not have 
escaped the attention of the sergeants, 
who had the keys of the racks, It In- 
deed they had the keys, and yet all 
the sergeants swenr that the rifles 
•were In the racks, untouched. Before 
the next morning all the guns were 
clean. 


"Instead of giving to their officers, 


or to the military Inspectors who were 
directed to make the examination, the 
benefit of anything which they knew 
tending to lead to a conviction of the 
guilty persons, 
there was a con- 


spiracy of silence on the part, of the 
many who must have known some- 
thing of Importance 
in this regard. 


Thus the murderers were taken back 
Into the battalion and protected en- 
tirely from punishment. 


"Under these circumstances 
the 


question arises. Is the government 
helpless? Must It continue In its serv- 
ice a battalion many of the members 
of which show their willingness to con- 
done a crime of a capital character 
committed by from ten to twenty of 
Its members, and put on a front of sil- 
ence and Ignorance which enables the 
criminals to escape just punishment? 
These enlisted men took the oath of 
allegiance to the government, 
and 


•were to be used under the law to main- 
tain Its supremacy. Can the govern- 
ment properly, therefore, keep in its 
employ for the purpose of maintaining 
law and order any longer a body of 
men, from B to 10 per cent, of whom 
can plan and commit murder, and rely 
•upon the silence of a nnmber oil their 
companions.to escape detection? 


Discharge of All the Only Thing. 
"It may be that In the battalion are 


a number of men wholly innocent, Who 
know neither -who the guilty men are, 
nor any circumstances which will aid 
In their detection, though this cannot 
be true of many. Because there may 
be Innocent men In the battalion, must 
the government continue to use it to 
guard communities of men, women 
and children when it contains so dan- 
gerous an element impossible of de- 
tection? 
Certainly not. The only 


means of ridding the military service 
of a band of would-be murderers of 
•women and children ana actual mur- 
derers of one man is the discharge of 
the whole battalion. 


Likens Crime to Treason. 


"Suppose a dozen men of the battal- 


ion stationed at. Fort Brown in time 
of war with Mexico carried plans and 
ammunition to the enemy on the other 
elde of the Rio Grande river, and then 
returned under circumstances which 
made it clear that a large number of 
men In the battalion must have known 


they were, but that every man in 


the battalion denied all knowledge of 
It, and thus all means of detecting the 
guilty were lacking. Would a com- 
petent general for one moment hesi- 
tate, in the Interest of the public, to 
disband the entire battalion and dis- 
charge it from the service in order to 
avoid a repetition of the danger? 


"Can 
a real and logical distinction 


be made between the crime of treason, 
under 
the 
circumstances supposed, 


end the crime of rmirdor in this cnse? 
Both are capital offenses, one perhaps 
more heinous than the other tmd more 
dangerous to the government- itself, 
but in both casca it seems to me clear 
that, tho government must protect it- 
self and the community to which It. is 
responsible from n rrcurrenrp or such 
offenses, not by punishing guilty and 
Innocent alllto, hut. by spparatins both 
tho guilty and Innocent, from the sorv- 
Ice. so ft* to deprive the guilty of a
